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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Banas et al. (USPN 4,000,392), in view of Mips et al. (USPAN 2004/0200813 A1). 
Banas et al. discloses a method of laser welding in which inert gas flows along the front 
and backside of the weld. A shield gas is provided as a cover over the top and bottom of 
the weld. The workpiece is supported on a weld fixture. Shielding gases include 
nitrogen, helium, and argon/helium mixtures. Suitable welds are formed in titanium, 
stainless steel, mild steel, aluminum as well as other materials, (abstract, figures, table 
I, col. 3, line 65, col. 4, lines 8-13, 43, col. 7, lines 26-30, col. 10, lines 3-5) 

Banas et al. does not teach the presence of a nozzle. Alips et al. discloses 
welding of overlapping aluminum materials. A nozzle blows inert gas over the welding 
pool. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to use a nozzle for blowing the shielding gas, as taught by Alips et al. in the 
Banas et al. system because this would ensure focused shielding gas coverage 
resulting in better quality weldments. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
